Goveriinient Forces Affaiii Reported to 
Have Sustained Defeat -Firing 
From Rio Contiuaes. 



Da (jama Likely to Lose His Arm- 
Anxious For an Honor- 
able Peace. 



(Copyright 1B91 by tho United Prosa.) 
Buenos Ayres, Feb, '20. — A battlo haa 
been fought at Itnpova between the insurg- 
ent Dnd govorumcnt forces, tho latter being 
defeated. MoIIo, on board the warship He- 
publioa, intends to bombard the city of 
SfintoB aa aoon as tho insurgent land force 
under General Saraiva arrive from Sao 
Paolo. 

A dispatch roooivod here says that secret 
partisans of Admiral Mello, in Rio Janeiro, 
have attempted to blow up tho olEoos of IjO 
Tempo, newspaper, with dynamite. 

liloNTKViDKo, Feb. 20.— A dispatch from 
Rio Janeiro dated Feb, 10, says that 
tho wounds sustained by Admiral da 
Gima are nob dangerous. The in- 
surgents aro in good spirits and 
ready to Gght ut any moment. Ailmiral 
da Gama says he has suflicient provisions 
and ammunition to last several weeks, and 
will make every endeavor to maintain his 
position until tho arrival of the troops ex- 
pected from the south. Admiral da Gama 
ohiains many supplies and seamou from tho 
vicinity of J5ago and Torsepalis. In the 
recent tight at Amacoa tho total loseea on 
tho Government sido were 530 men 
killed and wounded and GO takeii priaoners. 
On the inaurgenth' 14G meu wore reported 
lUiasing, A despatch from Desterro says 
that tho strong position held by the govern- 
ment at Lapa, their last foothold in tho state 
of Parana, was taken on Febrtiary 9, after 
severe fighting. The general oom- 
mandipg the govornment forcea waa 
wounded and 000 men were captured. 
Admiral Mello wua then at Desterro with 
the war ship Republican. He expected to 
go northwards shortly. The commander of 
the Santos diatribt reported to the Govern- 
ment at Bio by telegraph tbat the insurgent 
general Saraiva is near Starrare, on 
the Sao Paolo boundary und 
thit the Government foroe will bo 
inaulEcienli to resist the insurgents unleea 
they be reinforced. The Government is, 
therefore, increasing the National Guard in 
Sao Paolo to resist the -iDvasioo, and has 
ordered tho garrisons at Porto Allegro and 
I'clotas, numbering 2,000 men, to march 
northward. 

Rio Janeiko, Feb. 20 —The United States 
cruiser Detroit, which hasbconcrusing South, 
has returned to Rio Janeiro. Tho Govern- 
ment is in peaceable possession of all 
tho Southern points except D'lOaterro, where 
Admiral Mello has appointed a president 
and two miniotorfl. Tho Detroit was unable 
find Admiral Mello, At each port she 
visited tho olEceri wero inform dd tliat ha had 
juBt left. Admiral da Gama, who is in com- 
mand of tho iniurgont forcea herp, had told 
the representative of ths United Presa that 
ho has countermanded tho ordor ho had 
pUced for supplies in tliQ United States for 
tho reason that tho war will bo at an end be- 
fore tho order could be tupplied and deliv- 
ered. Tho church loaders, who have con- 
tracted with tho insurgents, should tlioy 
triumph, for the restoration of church privi- 
leges, wore also bent on the establishment oi 
the republic, and who hive supplied tho in- 
surgent leaders with large auma in gold, have 
notlfisd Admiral da Gama that the supply 
of money furniahed by them will cease un- 
less decitive progress is made. 

Admiral da Ci,>ma, who was wounded in 
the nook aud left arm during tho recent at- 
tack on Armacio, expect.s that it will b.- 
necessary for his arm to bo amputated. His 
gfneral health ia good and he will probably 
survive the operation. Ho promises to push 
tho liqhtiug, "but lie is plainly unable to do 
so. He eoska an houorablo road to escape 
from the oon8£(|UonoeB of tho insurrection 
but it is probable that he will not bo oblo to 
find one. iiven some of tho younger ofiicers 
among tho inaurgenta who have hitherto re- 
fuaed to listen to anythine but war aro 
anxious for tho struggle to bo brought to an 
end. Tho insurgents deny that there has 
baen any revolt among tho sailors on lia- 
gcnho Island. They say that the fighting 
that gave rise to tho report grew out of an 
attack upon tho island by tho Government 
troopa. This story, hoivover, ia not gener- 
ally believ(:d. It ia thought that thoro was 
a revolt among the inaurgents on tiio island. 

Nhw Yi.hk, Fob. 20. --Tho Britiah steam- 
er Scottish Prince, Cupt. iJjbaon, arrived 
last evening, Capt. Dobson said that dur- 
ing the seventeen days the veeael was an- 
chored at Rio firing was kept up continu- 
ously between tho llcot of da Gama und tho 
government batteriea. Shortly bcforo the 
Scottish Prince sailed from Rio, two ap- 
prentices from a British ship who went 
ashore for water, wero struck by stray bul- 
lets from an insurgent ueasel and killed. 

London, Feb 20 -lu tho House of Com- 
mnna to day, Sir I'^IIia Ashmead Bartlett 
asked tho Govermncut whether, ia view of I 
tho fact tliat tho Brazilian inaurgonts liad 
now maintained for live months a successful 
blockade of Rio Janeiro, and had occupied 
a largo portion of Brj/.ilian territory, tho 
Britiah Government would recognize them 
fts bolligcrents. 

Mr. (iladstone replied that thoro was no 
evidence that tho insurgents had constituted 
a government of Buoh a charaoter as entitled 
them to ba recognized aa balligcrenta by 
Groat Britain, or that would justify any 
other government in giving that recognition. 

New YoiiK, Feb. 21.— The Horald's 
special cable from Rio Janeiro says ; By 
order of Admiral da Gama, tho captain of 
tho rebel ship Tavaroa and the engineer of 
the Jupiter aro b.ilh held as prisoners on 
Enchados ialauJ. Tho conmiander of 
Fort Villc'gagucn wliich has lung withstood 
tho almost incessant bombirdmont of the 
loyal forte, ia dead. It is believed ho was 
killed by a shot; but it ia given (jut tliat he 
auocumbed to heart failure. Good marks- 
manship seems entirely foreign to the gun- 
ners of tho Aquidaban, for their ehootiiig ia 
very poor, even as shooting goes down here. 
Hardly any of their shots reached tho ob- 
ject aimtd at. Those candidates who 
have been elected to run for tho 
presidency of tho republic at 
the coming iiootiona on March 1 
Senhcra, Moraea and Penna seem to bo very 
generally acocptablo to tho voters. Yellow 
tover ia incroasing hero at an alarming rate, 
and though the oiBoial returns are unreli- 
able, at least eighty to 100 new oases 



are added daily, and the undertakora are 
overwhelmed. Its ravogea among the ships 
are aerious also. The captain of the Aus- 
trian corvetto Zryinki ia dead and others 
of her crew ore down with the 
fever. Captain Gushing, master of the 
bark Robert Dixon is also dead, and tho 
number of sailora attacked ia increasing. 
Tho hoalth of the crews of American men- 
of-war and of other foreign warships hero 
ia still good. Tho Rio authorities are doing 
all they can to check tho epidemic. 
The inaurgonts aro now said to have lost 
272 men in the Niotheroy fight and they de- 
clare that Peixoto'a forces lost 728 besides 
eighteen guns and the arsenal which waa 
burned. 



DUTY ON RUSSIAN GRAIN. 

EschanKe of Notes Between France and 
ItuBBla— The Sepnbllc's Beply Not 
Satisfactory. 

Berlin, Feb. 20. — The Frankfurt /ioitung 
is authority for tho atatomcnt that Ruaaia 
and France have exchanged notes respecting 
tho dutiea Imposed on Ruasian grain import- 
ed into Franco. Russia, the paper Bays, 
while disclaiming any right to interfere 
with tho iutornal affairs of another power, 
declared that sho must protect Ruasian in- 
terests, and if the French duties on Russian 
grain resulted in a derangement of tho 
Russian export trade, she niuat and would 
notify France of tho termination of tho 
Frauoo-Ruosian commorcial treaty, France, 
n reply, said that she inu«.', respond to tho 
popular feeling for protection ; but the 
dutiea on Ruaaian grain (vould bo limited to 
tho minimum provided for by the new tariff. 
This reply, according to the Z^itung, was 
not satiafaotory to Ruaaia, who replied that, 
notwifchBtanding its receipt, she would con- 
tinue to adhere to her previoualy adffpted 
attitude on tho subject. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



TESTING A BOMB. 

The Purls Prefect of PoUec Publicly Tests a 
Projectile •\Vhcre, It Was UlH- 
covered. 

Pauls, Feb. 20. — M. Girard, chief of the 
municipal laboratory, made a proposal Ihia 
afternoon, that a bomb found by M. Drech 
be exploded by electricity in the place 
where it was found, in order that he might 
study the efFeota of the explosion. All the 
residents of the house left immediately, fear- 
ing that the experiment might be carried out 
while they were in it. M. Lepine, Prefect 
of Police,' declined to iBonsent to the pro- 
posal until be'bad consulted with M. 
Rjynal, Minister of the Iat«rior. M. Bay- 
□al tef drred the proposal to the cabinet, and 
a council was held at the Elyaee palace to 
conaidcr tho matter. The result waa that 
M. Girard waa authorized to carry out the 
experiment by placing a dynamite cartridge 
on each side of thebomb and exploding them 
by means of an electric battery. When 
everything was ready for tho explosion, 
every window of tho surrounding houses 
was packed with speota^.ors. The police, 
having driven tho people out of the stroots 
in the immediate vicinitj-. Police Prefect 
Lepino gave the order to turn on the current 
and there was a sudden detonation like tho 
explosion of a canon. The room 
was f«und completely wrecked and filled 
with the odor of picric acid. Projectilea, hob- 
nails and bits of zinc wero scattered all 
over. M. Girard says that tho bomb had 
liicn splendidly made. Madame Culibrcei 
was injured mortally by the explosion in 
her hotel in the Rue do St. Jacfjues. She 
received a terrible wound in the stomach. 



GLADSTONE DISAPPOLN TING. 

Attendants on the House of Commons Dis- 
X satisfied With the Premier's Ilctleenee. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 20.— The debit o in tho 
House of Conimona to-day on the P'.mploy- 
era' Liability bill developed neither aurprise 
nor disappointment for any except thoae 
who had given undue regard to tho state- 
ment which emanated from the Radical 
group of tho Xitioual Liberals club, it 
could safely have been predicted that the 
C.vbinet had resolved upon the immediate 
dissolution of the House of Commons, with 
tho reform of the House of Lords as tho 
solo pivot of the elections. Mr. Gladstone's 
known' strong constitutional biae, however, 
ought to have kept bim from the suspicion 
of springing upon the House amotion which 
implied the right to the Commons to ignore 
the amendment of the House of Lords, 

Mr. Gladstone followed the usual proced- 
ure in' simply moving that the bill be dis- 
charged. Every part of the^Uouse waa 
packed and theapacos ontaide were crowded. 
Although experienced members expected no 
departure from the regular procedure of 
business. Liberal interest was stimulated by 
the hope of an oratorical deliverance from 
Mr, Gladstone against the House of fjords. 
Tho effect of his short,' restrained speech, 
therefore, was rather chilling. 

Mr. Balfour, on tho contrary, lightened 
up tho House, and especially when, in 
touching the real core of tho question, he 
accused the Government of uaing tha bill as 
a weapon of attack upon tho peers. 

This evening the House of Commons ro 
joctcd seriatim tho Lords' amendments tt 
the Parish Councils bill.

British Colombia Jadgm.ents— Senator 
Howlan Appointed Governor of 
Prince Edward Island. 



(From onr own Corrosnondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 20.— Tho Supreme court 
decided to-day, by three to two, that the 
Boman CathoUa minority have no right to 
appeal to tho Governor-in-Counoil against 
tho provisiona of tlie Manitoba School Act 
of ISOO. The Chief Justice road a judgment 
to the effect that there is no right to appeal 
to the Governor-Goneral-in-Council, and 
that all queatioDS submitted should be 
answered in the negative. Judge Foamier 
was of a contrary opinion. To the third 
question, " Does the decision of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council in Barrett 
vs. Winnipeg, diaposo of tho case us to 
rights acquired after the union 1 " he would 
answer in the negative, but to all tho rest 
in the afiirmative. Judge Taschereau 
doubted the jurisdiction of the ci'urt to en- 
tertain the reference, but would deny the 
right of appeal. Judge G Wynne wao of the 
sumo opinion. Judgo King waa of the 
opinion that there ia a right of appeal. It 
is expected the minority will ask permiaaion 
to appeal to Fiigland, 

Tho following British Columbia judg- 
ments wore delivered by tho Supreme Court 
to-day : Farwell va. The Queen — dismiased 
with coats, The Queen vs. Demero— dis- 
misaed with costa. 

Ro tho Echoonor Oscar and Hattie, the 
appeal waa allowed with costs, and the oon- 
domnation of the veaasl cancelled. 

The City of Vancouver va. the C. P. B. 
waa dismisse'd with opsts. 

The Cabinet to day appointed Senator 
Howlan to the position of Xiietttenant-Oov- 
ernor of Prince Edward Island, vioe Car- 
voll, deceased. ' 

[.Mr. Howlan waa born in "Waterford, Ire- 
land, Miy l!^, 18.35. He emigrated with his 
jjarenta to Prince Edward Island in 18.39. 
Educated at the Central Academy there, 
lie married October 1, 180G, Misa Olaon, of 
St. John, N.B. (she died in April, 1876); 
and in 1881 he married Miss Doran of King- 
aton, Ont. He waa u merchant and ship- 
owner, und largely engaged in the fish trade. 
Vioe President of tho Dominion Board of 
Trade, and a Governor of Prince of Wales 
College. Consular agent for the U S. and 
Vice-Consul for Sweden, Denmark and Nor- 
way, Ho entered the Executive Council of 
P.E.I. in 1800, and remained a member of 
the Government, a part of the time being co- 
leader, up to Juno 30, 1873 ; was a delegaio 
to Washington on trade matters, 1809, and 
to Ottawa, with Hon. Mcaara. Pope and 
Huviland, in May, IS73, to settle terms of 
Union with Canada, which terms were 
unanimously adopted by both Housei of the 
Logisliture. Ho 'sat for Prince (Ist Dis- 
trict) in tho Provincial Assembly, from 1S62 
until June, 1873, when he was appointed 
Collector of Customs at Charlottetown, 
which offico he resigned in September fol- 
lowing in order to contest Prince for the 
Commons, for the purpose of strengthening 
the Conservative party, but he waa defeated 
by a small majority. He was in the Pro- 
vincial Assembly a atrenuoua advocate of 
the building of the P. EI. railway.

THE RBTDEN VISIT. 

Kaiser WUhelm Goes to Freldrichemlie to See 
the Old Chancellor, by Whom He Is 
Oordially Se«elved. 

BEBLiy.Feb. 20.— On fchearrivalof the Im- 
perial party at Froidrichsruho yesterday, tho 
Emperor stood in one of tho windows of the 
troin as it entered tho station and stepped 
out quickly to receive tho greetings of 
Prince Bismarck's party. After tho Prince 
had kisBod his hand, tho Emperor embraced 
him and kissed him twice. Bismarck 
looked cheerful and fairly strong. He ox- 
pressed his disapproval of tho efforts of tho 
police to push back tho crowd, ond re- 
marked to two or throo of tho 
zealous oCTicors : "If these persona wish to 
see, let them see as much as posaiblo." 
The dinner in Bismarck's castlo at Frcid- 
riohaiuhe was informal. After the eleven 
oouraeahad been served, tho Prince i)ropo8ed 
tho toast " To the Emperor," who responded 
cordially. Each spoke only a few words. 
The park round the pastle was illuminated. 
One device of colored gas lamps showed 
" Wilhelm and Bismarck." His Msjeaty was 
so much pleased with this combination of 
names, that he called Bismarck to the win- 
dow to direct his attention to It. All tho 
public buildings at Freidriohsrtthe were doc- 
orated with fljgs and colored lights. The 
railway station and postoiBoe werehung with 
fancy lanterns and colors. Throughout tho 
Kmpcroi'sstay attho castle two grenadiers, 
whom ho took with him from Berlin, were 
posted at tho park gateaas a guard of honor 
to tho Prince. 

After dinner tho I'hnporor called them to 
tho dining room and explained to Bismarck 
tho improvement ho had made recently in 
their uniforms. Tho Imperial parly, accom- 
panied by Prince Uismurck, left the castlo 
at i)..'JO o'clock. A cheering crowd awaited 
them near tho station. Tho firemen, who 
had been drawn up to keep back the spec- 
tators, wore unable to hold thom back. Tho 
people broku through tho lines and thronged 
tho road close to tho carriages. The Emper- 
or and ex Chancellor smiled and bowed re- 
peatedly in response to tho constantoheeriiig. 

The Imperial train arrived in Hamburg 
an hour later. Thousands filled tho streets 
near the station and all the houses iu tho 
neighborhood were ablaz-3 with electric 
lights. Tho train stopped but a few min- 
utes and nobody alighted. While it was at 
the station the crowd cheered incessantly 
for the Emperor and Bi.imirck. 

The Emperor, accompanied by his brother. 
Prince Henry of Prussia, arrived from 
Freidricheruhe at V\ ilbelmshavon this 
morning. The town and tho vessels in the 
harbor were bedecked with fiigs in honor of 
the imperial visit. The object of His 
Majesty's visit was to swear in the recruits. 



STOBHS IN THE SIERRAS. 

The Hnrrlcane Causes a Train to Fluugo 
Down a Snow Bank— Three Lives Lost. 

Sacramento, Cal , Feb. 20.— A terrible 
storm ragod on the Sierra Nevada on Sun- 
day night. Tho wind rushed and howled in 
regular hurricane order all night, and there 
has been no abatement in its fury to-day, 
According to reports received at tho railroad 
ollices in this city, the snow cum.o down in 
great flakes, which drifted and tilled tho 
railroad cuts. In places tho snow banks arc 
as high BS tho tops of tho cars. Supt 
Wright has ordered all tho freight trains 
out of tho " snow belt " in order 
avoid a possible blockade of the trains. It 
is expected, however, that the passenger 
trains will be enabled to got through with 
the assistance of the snow-plough, A seri- 
ous acoident happened at Goldy Coldstream, 
a station in the mountains between Truckce 
and Tnnntl 13. A heavy push plough, 
backed by seven large engines, all running 
at a high rate of speed, jumped the track 
and plunged into a snow bank at least fifty 
feet from the rail. Three men are missing, 
and it is not known yet whether they were 
hurled into the anow drift, where there ia o 
bare possibility of finding them, or were 
buriod under the snow plough. Tho miss 
ing are Conductor E. D. Iliggins, Engineers 
Graham uuil TirroU. Engineer Lovelace 
was very seriously injured in the accident. 
Superintendent Wright left for the scene of 
tho accident yesterday afternoon, acoom 
panied by a number cf doctors and a rail- 
road working crew, with the hope of find- 
ing tho missing meu. At tho same time tho 
wrecking crew and a number of physicians 
loft Truckoo upon the same mission. A very 
heavy snow storm has been raging in the 
Siskyou mountains, but all the trains are 
running on time. 

J. A. FuLLERTON, a well-known bnsinesa 
man, was in the City Police court yester' 
day charged with having attempted to de^ 
fraud the revenue by usibg a previously 
used and oancelled postage stamp. Tho 
Post Office department, by whom the pro 
secution has been initiated, were represent 
ed by Mr. B. H. T. Drake, Mr. Bennett 
(Tlioruton Foil) appearing for the defence 
and applying for a remand until Friday of 
thia week, which was consented to. Tho 
principal ovidonco to bo presented will bo in 
tho form of two envelopes, suoh as used by 
Mr. FuUerton in his business, and hearing 
on the upper right hand corners tho stamps 
alleged to have been previously used and 
cancelled. Post OHico Inspector Fletcher, 
in reference to tho case, states that lh( 
practice of re-using postage stamps has late 
ly becoiiio very prevalent in Victoria, and 
tlie preacnt prosecution has been taken with 
the double object of protecting public 
rights und making an example that will 
have a salutary elTect. The defence has not 
yet been outlined.

London, Feb. 20. — Thero ia every reaaon 
to believe that the Brunawicli question haa 
entered a final and satisfactory etago. I'tio 
Duke of Cumberland has bo frequently as- 
serted hia unbending attitude to this ques- 
tion that ho could scivrcely bo expected to 
accept the Loi.na of I'ruaain. The uocopt- 
ance of these terms and the ascension of the 
throne of Brunawiok would be regarded at 
Berlin, for various personal and political 
roasouB, as a great miafortune. At the same 
time, the Emroror, it ia well known, is very 
dejirous to allow the duchy to revert to the 
Guelphs, and so it ia believed the Duke of 
Cu lib arland has privately agreed to waive his 
own rights of suocesaion in favor of his old- 
est son, who is only thirteen, but will attain 
his niajirity in tivo years. As an indication 
of the change of mind at Gmundon may bo 
instanced the solitary fact that the Duke ol 
Cumberland refrained laat autumn from 
joining, aa usual, the Imperial Rusaiau 
gathering in Denmark, thus emphaaizlog 
the further growth of an upproachnient bo- 
tween him and the German Kmperor. 

Atrapgements for Queen's Victoria's jour- 
ney to Florence have been altered and the 
Cherbourg- Mont Cenia route has been given 
up. The Queen will leave Windsor on 
Monday uicernooD, Marjh 11), for Port Vio- 
torid, Sheerneaa. She will dine and sleep 
aboard the yacht, which is to start 
on Tueaday mornuig for Flushing, 
where the royal party will land 
af ec lanoheoD and then proceed by special 
t'alD bo 'Cologne, fiaale. Lucerne, Milan, 
Balogna and Florence, where the Queen ia 
to arrive late on the afternoon of Thursday, 
.April 22. Ic ia poeaible that Smprcsa Fred- 
eriok may prolong ber atay in England, so 
as to travel with the Queen to Florence, as 
she intends to be in Rome by Eister, but 
nothing has yet been settled. It is not true 
the Queen ia going to visit the Empress at 
her seat near Cronnorg, as Her Majesty will 
Travel direct from Flushing to Florence, and 
o 1 the way home she ia to stop only at 
Coburg. 

More than 100,000 poraona gathered at S>. 
Peter's at Rome, between 9;1U and II 
o'clock on Sunday morning, to see the Popo 
celebrate tho laat mass of his jubilee year. 
During tho mass tho Pope wore tho mitre 
givm him by the Gorman Emperor and 
afterward tho tiara presented to him by 
Emperor Franz JoBeph,of Austiii-Hungary. 
He looked exceptionally well, and his voice 
was clear and strong. The mass was at- 
tended by pilgrims from all parts of Italy, 
many tourists, a majority of diplomatists in 
Kome, and a host ot Italian noblemen and 
Knights of Malta. The Popo was borno to 
the altar on the sodia gestatoria, preceded 
by cardinals and bishops. At the oonclu- 
aion of mass the Popo intoned the Te Deum, 
the vast congregation responding. Deafen- 
ing cheers were given when the Pope enter- 
ed and left the church. 

A meetinc; was held in Trafalgar square on 
Sunday afternoon to demonstrate the popu- 
lar opposition to the Houso of Ijords. Aa the 
weather was bitterly cold, the crowd was 
not notably large or onthaaiaatio. Tho meet- 
ing adopted a resolution that in view of its 
repeated obstruction of legislation thellouae 
of Lords was mischievous and useless, and 
ought to bo abolirihed forthwith. Three 
members of the Houso of Commons took 
part in the meeting. They were Dr. Charles 
Tanner, anti-Parnellite for the middle divi- 
eion of Cork ; Mr. Dahabbai Nsorojl, Lib- 
eral for the central division of Finsbury, and 
Mr. Wm. Saunders, Radicil for the Wal- 
worth division of Newington. 

Tho Prince of Wales, who has not 
hitherto been fortunate with race horaee, 
has got rid of all his old horaea, except 
F ori/.el II, 3 yoar-old. His Royal Highncaa 
h a five 2 year-olds at Newmarket, bred at 
,S itdringham. Tho Duke of Devonshire has 
more than twenty horses in training at 
Ivlgcrton house, but the old ones are a 
moJerate lot. Nearly all the Duke of 
Hamilton's lot are 2 year-olds, most of 
which were I ought by auction last season. 
The beat haa certainly been seen of La 
Fleche, and Windpjall is a roarer, while 
WaterorecB will be a difficult horse to train. 

Mr. Gladstone may or may not resign 
oflioe before the year is out, but ho will 
more than heretofore ba an absenteo from 
Parliament. He h!»a coiiio baok with signs 
of increasing age thick upon him. He does 
not look at uU well, and his shortness of 
sight and hearing are more palpable than 
ever, Tbty aay be does not intend to be in 
hia place at night, except on show occa- 
aiona. 

M. GruJet, Gaveroo>- of French Soudan, 
haa telegraphed to the Gnvernment that tho 
encounter between the French and English 
forces at Warina, Sierre Leone, several 
weeks ago, was oauaed by Korona, Chief of 
tho Quema, who deofived the English and 
French parlies by teilinc! each that the 
other was a force of Sofas. He was after- 
wards ciptured and executed. 

The aanouncement that the Dnoheaa of 
York would bo presented at tho first draw- 
ing room ie absurd, for members of the 
royal family arn nover publicly presented. 
The royal party will uaBcmblo by a (|uarler 
to three in the Soverc-if^n'a closet room, the 
walla of which are covered with beautiful 
miniatures of great historical interest, and 
when tho Q ioen arrives they will walk in 
procession to the throne room, conducted by 
the great cfHoers of the household in wait- 
in;;. 

Stag hunting in the famous forest of Chan- 
tiily liaa been reoomraenced, tho Duo de 
Ghartres having purchased a fine pack of 
hounds with which to liuut twice a week 
tho rest of tho ecaaon. The Due d'Aumalo 
had a pack of hounds with which bo hunted 
in the forest regularly twelve or fifteen years 
ago, and his brother. Prince Joinville, has a 
famous paok for hunting the wild boar, 
which swarm in the extensive foreats on hia 
estate, Arcenbarro, in the department of 
Marne. 

The Madrid corresponnent of tho Daily 
News says : " Tho liiehop of Segovia, upon 
learning that Daan Gomez was a Mason and 
Republican, compelled him to abjure bis 
prinoiplea and swear repentance on tho 
crucifix. The Bishop Hogged the Dean's 
bare shoiilderB, the priests me&iitiine ohant- 
ing the Miaerere Moi. Afterwards the Dean 
was publicly absolved." 

The 500 persons who were carried oiT on an 
ice floe from the Ingermann Land seashore 
last week were rescued Saturday idtet forty- 
eight hours of uninterrupted effort. One 
part of tho floo hod drifted but a short dis- 
tance from tho solid ice, and the gap was 
bridged with poles and planke, over which 
the people were brought safely. 

Groups of armed Riffa have camped near 
Molilla and are trying to raiao a rebellion 
against tho Sultan, who, they fear, is about 
tp pBQisb (hem. Ibey deola:e that they 



prefer Spanish rule to discipline from Muley 
Hotsan. A recent dispatcli rtosived from 
Melilla siid that the situation was becom- 
ing critical. 

At thuDtmocratic congress at Rome aixtj • 
seven delrgates are pieaent, among them ail 
Deputies of tho Extreme Left. They will 
p rfoot an organization "in tho defense <f 
liberty," which they eay ia threatened by 
tho policy of despotism recently inaugurated 
by tho Government. 

Arthur Cunord's beautiful new yacht 
Ciristabel, dcaigned by G. M. Watson, haa 
just been taken by tho German Empe or, 
for three months, for a cruise in the Medi- 
terranean. Tho yacht, which was taken 
with her skipper and crow, loaves Kiel as 
soon aa sho can bo got ready. 

Lord Hamilton, of Dalzal, continues to 
improve, and is now able to leave his bed 
daily. Unless there should be a return of 
unfavorable symptoms it is hoped _ Lord 
Hamilton may be removed to tho seaaido in 
the course of a few weeks. 

While high mass was being celebrated in 
the ohuroh of San Sabastian on Sunday 
some slates fell from the roof. The congre- 
gation thought that a bomb had been 
thrown and rushed to the doors. Several 
persons were trampled, but nobody was in- 
jured mortally. 

The agricultural depression has reduced 
the revenue of the Chapter of York ao con- 
aiderably that each c.^non has been cut 
down from i"720 a year to i'191. 

A sensational trial has been begun in 
se cret in Vienna. It is that of twelve anar- 
ci<!»ts arrested last September for distribut- 
ii g incendiary literature and_ plotting 
iiL'i.inst tho life of Emperor Francis Joseph. 
CuHcealed in the furniture of the lodginga of 
thi'. leaders, in a most ingenioua way,_ the 
police found a complete printinc; outfit, a 
largo quantity of anarchist literature, and a 
regular battery ot bombs ready to be charg- 
ed, together with chemicals for charging 
them. There were coats with hooks on the 
iusido to hang the bombs on, and a regular 
armory of weapons and ammunition. The 
literature seized showed that the men were 
in comnumioation with anarohista in 
America, and the followers of Herr Most. 
Testimony of a, most sensational character 
is expected to be brought out at the trial, 
and though it ia secret, tho Asaooiated Press 
haa made arrangements which ia expected 
will enable it to give a aubatantial report of 
the proceodinga. 



ACCIDEfJ TAL POISONING. 

The 'Wife of a Montreal Medical Uan Dies 
Suddenly. 

MoKTREAL, Feb. 20.— Mrs. England, wife 

of Dr. F, R. England, of thia city, died un- 
expectedly at noon yesterday. Facts aince 
revealed show that death was caused by 
poisoning. It appears that about fourteen 
days ago Mrs. England was taken ill with 
influenza. Sho waa attended by Drs. W.- S. 
England, Finley and Steward. Eight doya 
ago Mrs England began to get better. Dr. 
F. R. England, desiring to administer to 
his wife some bismuth, a simple and harm- 
leaa medicine, telephoned to J. H. Dart & 
Co. to send him two ounces of bia- 
auith. Dart & Co., finding they had none 
of the drug in stook, sent a written 
order to Kerry, Watson & Co., St. Paul 
street, for two pounds of bismuth, and re- 
ceived in duo course a two pound paokoge 
labelled "bismuth." Two ounces of thia 
waa put up in a package and delivered to 
Dr. F. R. England. After taking a portion 
of this Mrs. England became much woree. 
Conaultations were held by the doctors, 
with the reanlt that Mr. Lewis, chemist, 
was reciuested to analyze the bismuth. Mr. 
Lewis found the auhatanoe to ba tartarized 
antimony, commonly known as tartar eme- 
tic, which when taken in large doaea is 
poisonous. The chief symptoms were nau- 
sea, depression and intestinal irritation. 
Despite the efforts of the doctors, Mrs. Eng- 
land gradually sank till she died yesterday. 
Bismuth and tartor emetic are very much 
alike in appearance, being a white powder, 
although the tint of bismuth is slightly 
variable. How the mistake occurred M.n- 
not yet bo learned. The inquest waa De-" 
gun this afternoon. 



BaPLOYERS' LUBIIilTY BILL. 

The House of Commons Strike Out by a Large 
Hajorltjr the Contracting-Ont 
Clauses. 

London, Feb. 20. — Shortly after the foi- 

mal opening of tho House to-day Hon. Mr. 
Gladstone moved that tlio Houae consider 
the amendmeni-a of the House of Lords to 
the employers' liability bill. The motion 
waa greeted with loud cheers by the sup- 
porters of the government. The n:otion by 
Mr. Gladatoiio, atriking out tho contracting- 
oub amendment to the bill which waa made 
by the Houae of Lords was carried by a vote 
of 225 to 6.

The Transfer company 
handled al! freights under contract with 
tho Northern I'acific for ten years, dated 
December (i, ISS.S, 'heir buildings being on 
tho railroad terminal grouada. The privi- 
lege of tho railroad waa to withdraw 
in five years, and by arbitration deter- 
mine the value of the Transfer Co. 'a pro- 
perty. The railroad took advantage of thia 
clause as they wanted both tho good paying 
business of the Transfer Co. and more 
terminal facilities. Nino arbitrators 
sat on the case and concluded by ordering 
tho Northern Paoifio to pay the Tranafer 
Co. $84. GOO, which brings to an end all the 
rumors of legal proceedings.

Tlli: PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

The Premier's vigorous Bpeech will, wo 
are sure, bo read with pleasure by all wlio 
take an interest in the politics of this Pro 
vince. It is a complete exposure of tho 
misrepresentatiooa ^nd the slanders of the 
Opposition. It ia not creditable to the 
Opposition that it has been necessary for 
the Lsador of the Govornment to expend 
time and enert,'y in showing that the acouea 
tiona brought against members of the Oov 
ernment by its opponents are either wholly 
false or matioious distortions of the troth 

It is now clearly seen that the policy to 
b3 pursued by the Opposition is a policy of 
slander. It is evidently the intention of its 
members to deluge the country with lies or 
with half truths, which are tho worst of 
lies. Its Leader has opened the campaign 
by a speech, the staplejof whiob was cal- 
umny and slander in all their bad variotiea. 
Hia organ has promptly eeliocd liia vile aa- 
psrsions and illuatratod bia shameful 
methods. Tho Opposition hope that the 
poison which they are dispensing so freely 
wiil have time to work baforo the antidote 
can be administered. 

We believe that they have blnndered 
e>;rof;iously. The people of this Province 
are intelligent. They will naturally con- 
clude that if the Opposition could reason- 
ably find f lult with the policy of tlie Gov- 
ernment they would not descend to 
abuse and vilification. It is only 
because they cinnot find subjects for legiti- 
mate censure and criticism that they resort 
to detestable personalities. It might be char- 
itably thought that they are not so base and 
80 niindlesa as to prefer slander and por- 
Bonal detraction to fair criticism of tho 
public acts of publio men, bat the course 
wbieh the Opposition have been pursuing 
ainoe the meeting of the Legislature leads to 
the conclnsion that its members almost 
without exception prefer falaehood to truth, 
defamation to argument. They have made 
it necessary for tho Premier to defend him- 
self and his oolleaguea from (beir mean as- 
persions and their still meaner insinnations ; 
and it will have to be admitted even by his 
enemies that he has performed the un- 
pleasant and unwelcome tusk in the most 
masterly manner. 

He shows in the course of his speech that 
the scandals which the Leader of the Oppo- 
aion and his coUsagues have fabricated and 
invented against the Hon, Mr. Fooley — 
then whom a more honorable and 
more clraightforward man docs not exist In 
tr.is Province or in any other — the Hon. 
Col. Baker, Dr. Divie and himself are tho 
products of malignant iogonuity and of un- 
principled recklessness. He exposed tho 
methods of the soandal-mongers and proved 
that they were not to be deterred from evil 
speaking, lying and slandering by con- 
siderations of morals, of honor or of manli- 
ness. He proved that tho accusations 
which were not unreaaonahle and trivial, 
were false and malicious. He, too, demon- 
strated that the aoousera of the members of 
the Government are hypooritioal and incon- 
siatent, that they set 'before the people, us 
offences, aots whiobthey and their friends 
did as matters of course in the transiiction 
of ordinary publio business. 

The Premier's speech should bo in tho 
hands of every elector. A perusal of it 
will nhow that the political capital on which 
the Opposition place tho greatest depen- 
dence, ia for their purpose, worse than 
worthless, for it proves to a demonstration 
that they are as a porty devoid of truth, 
honor and manly feeling. 

THE A S8001A TlOIfS PROPOSITION. 

It will.be admitted that it ia hardly fair 
that gentlemen who are public-spirited 
enoush to undertake to do hard work for the 
benefit of their fellow-citizena should bo 
saddled with heavy pecuniary obligationa 
necessarily incurred in tho performance of 
tlmt work. This ia tho position in which 
Botuo members of the British OplomMa Agri- 
cultural AsBooiation find theiriBelvM to-day. 

It was generally admHted that Victoria 



needed a good Agricultural and Industrial 
Exhibition Building, and it was admitted, 
too, that annual exhibitions of the products 
of .the'' varioua industries of tho Pro- 
ving would be beneficial to Victoria. 
In order to supply what many felt to be a 
want,the Agricultural Association undertook 
to procure show grounds, to lay them out 
properly, to buUdan Exhibttioa Hall, and 
to hold exhibitions^ In doibg this work 
they had the approval of the groat majority 
of the citizens. It was snocessfully accom- 
plished, but not without much labor and 
many sacrifices of time and money on tho 
part of tho members of the Association to 
whom it was entrusted. The buildiog was 
erected and the exhibitions were held just 
as tho hard times were coming on. Tho 
structure is a fine ono and worthy of Vic- 
toria, and tho exhibitions were better tlum 
it was generally believed could bo got up in 
this city. But owing to the prevailing 
dopresaioa and to other oiroumstanoes over 
which the committees of the Association 
had no control, the receipts were not 
so large as at tho outset thoy wero reason- 
ably expected to bo. Liabilities that had 
been incurred could not bo mot, and a debt 
was contracted. Tho members of the Asso- 
ciation became responsible for a debt which 
was contracted, not for their own benefit, 
but for tho benefit of the City and the Pro- 
vince generally. These gentlemen had 
given thoir time and their labor, and had 
Bull'ercd much worry and anxiety for tho 
advantage of their fellow citizens. Added 
to all this, thoy have made themselves re- 
sponsible for a debt which, when borne only 
by a few, is very heavy, but which, if as- 
sumed by the Corporation, would hardly bo 
felt. 

The Association have ollercd to transfer to 
tho City tho property to which thoy, 
by their exertions, have given a greatly 
increased value, if the Corporation will froo 
them of debt. Tho sum rc<[uired to do this 
ia .^^o.OOU. Tho City will have good so 
ourity for its money. Tho property is worth 
a great deal now, and it will doubtless in 
crease very materially in value aa time ad 
vauces. Besides, it will be advantageous 
in many ways for the Corporation to have 
a large influence in the management of 
future exhibitions, and in any ^use that it 
may be proposed to make of the exhibition 
building and grounds. The present dopres 
sion is not going to last for over. When 
good times come again exhibitions will no 
doubt yield a handsome return. Thoy do so 
in other cities which do not possess so many 
attractions as Victoria. The Association 
will, we trust, bo ablo to pay its debt, 
but if it will not, tho property is good 
for more money than the City is asked to in- 
vest in it. 

The proposed transaction appears to be a 
good one for all concerned. If it is cousum 
mated, the members ofj tho Association who 
have boconio reaponaible for a debt con 
tracted for the benefit of tho city will be 
freed from a heavy responsibility, and tho 
Corporation, besides doing this act of jus 
tice, will have made an inveatment for which 
they get ample security. We think that 
when tho City Councillora have had time to 
consider the matter, they will see that the 
City will be benefitted by their complying 
with the request of tho British Columbia 
Agricultural Aisooiation. 



PRESIDENT VS. SENA TOR. 

The contest botv/een President Cleveland 
and Senator Hill ia a most peonliar one, and 
it ia carried on in a very singular way. M 
Hill, it ia said, lias procured tho rejection of 
two gentlemen whom Mr. Cleveland has 
nominated for tho position of Judge of the 
Supreme Court. Both the President's 
nominees are eminent lawyers, whose fitness 
to sit on the Bench of the highest Court in 
the Republic has been affirmed by the lead 
ing members of tho Bar of New York. Mr 
Hornblower, who wos first nominated, re- 
ceived tho emphatic endorsement of tho Bar 
AasociatioQ of that State, and Mr. Peck 
ham's fitness as a jurist is not questioned 
by any impartial professional m«n 
qualified to form an opinion on 
the subjeoc. If these gentlemen 
who received the President's nomination are 
eminently qualifieil both as to character and 
professional attainments to ait on tho Su- 
preme Court Bench, why have they been 
rejeoted by tho Senate ? Simply, it ia said, 
because they are personally offensivo to 
Senator Hill. They both took a leading 
part in opposing the election of Mr. May 
nard, Senator Hill's candidate for a seat on 
tiio Bench of tho state of New Y'ork, a man 
who ia allowed to be morally unfit for that 
high position. Harper's Weekly in discus 
aing this matter of the President's nomina- 
tions saya: 

Why then were Mr. Hornblower and Mr. 
Peek ham personally ofTensivo to Senator 
Hill Not because they wero not men of 
high character, for everybody admitted 
that they wore. Not because they were not 
members of the Demooratio party, for 
they were known as old Democrats. 
But because thoy belonged to the reforma- 
tory wing of tho Democratic party, and 
moro particularly becauso they had been 
active in exposing Mr. Maynard, ono of 
Senator Hill's political confederates, who 
had conniiittcd an act which, under tho 
laws of Now \'ork, is a felony, and for 
which tho pooplo of the State buriod him at 
tho last ulnution under an adverse majority 
of more than ono hundred thousand votes. 

This may have been a sufficient reason for 
Mr. Hill's opposition to tho appointment ; 
but how is it that it had weight with other 
Senators, both Democratic ond Republican '.' 
Surely Mr. Hill has not influenoc enough in 
a body the majority of which belong to the 
same party aa the President, to secure tho 
rejection of good men who are fit to perform 
tho duties of the position to which thoy 
were nominated. Admitting that for party 
reasons the Rcpubliciins would vote against 
tho President's nominee, how Is .it that 
Democratic senators could bo iofiuenced to 
reject him? Tho ways of Amectoftn poli- 
tioiana are dark and diffioalb to underatand. 
Strange aa it may aeem, although a number 



of Republican senators voted for both Mr. 
Peckham and Mr. Hornblower, Hill had in- 
Quence enough with the Demooratio senators 
to prevail upon a number of them to vote 
for the rejection of the President's nominee, 
whoso only difqualifloation appeared to be 
that thoy opposed tho election of a bad man 
who was Mr. HiU'a friend, to the oiiice of 

judge.

Mr. Talmago is, 
no doubt, an uncommonly able man. ITaa- 
tidioiia people find fault with hia style, but 
ho knows how to gather and how to hold a 
congregation. His printed sermons are al- 
moat as popular aa hia spoken onea. We ques- 
tion if tho Bormons of any living preacher 
reach so many people as do thoao of tho 
Rev. Mr. Xulmago. They appear every 
week in hundreda of newspapers which are 
roikd wherever the English language ia 
apokea. 

The popular New York preacher has pro- 
voked bitter antagonism. Ono would think 
by the way in which some men speak and 
write of him, that he had done them u per- 
sonal injury. He has been called " a clerical 
quack "and "a mountebank," not by in- 
fidels, but by men who profess and call 
thomaelves Christians. This is how tho 
New York livening Post apcuks of him : 

H'a career has been one of falsa prelensoa 
throiigtiout, and ho has at last been found 
out. Ho was (juick to sco that tliero wua 
money in notoriety. Ho thcieforo HontjhL 
notoriety. He perc.:ivecl clearly the help hi: 
could get from the press when the press co 
genoriilly l.ipscd into Beusatiomvlitni, and he 
theretoro nvuli' friouds with the newspapers. 
Ho was alivays ready to pull' " tho wonder- 
ful en'erprise of the modern press," and the 
modern editors wero 'j^lwaya ready in return 
togi.-o him a great amount of adverli:iing 
wituout charge. 

Having become notoriiiua, Tiilmago ])ro- 
cceded to niarltet his name. Ho chhrgod 
largo sumo for writing small ivmountn of 
matter aa " cilitG;- " of one or another [uib 
licition which was rotuly to pny for a name. 
He made hharp hiruaina with syndidtea lor 
tho publication of hia aerinonp. Uo neg 
lectcd his pastoral work to go oil on leoiur- 
ing tours at $.'!00 a night. Ho ran up his 
inconie into tens of thousands a, year, while 
poorly paid and overu-oikcd clcrgymeu of 
other Brooklyn ohurchca had to attend 
funerals in his parish and discharge other 
pressing dutiea of hia which he shirked in 
order to swell his bank account. 

The Now York Times ia hardly less severe, 
What Is tho secret of this censure? Does 
Mr. Talmage deserve these bitter and sweep- 
ing criticiama ? If ho does, it is ditlicult to 
understand how he attained the high posi- 
tion he ocoopied as a minister of the Gospel, 
and harder still to see how be maintained 
that position so long ; and even now it is 
not said that he has It ft tho Tubornaclo bo 
cause he was not morally fit to occupy its 
pulpit. He his hosta of friends and ad- 
mirers who defend him when ho is attaoked, 
and who would support him liberally if he 
would consent to preach to them. This 
would not surely be tho case if ho really is 
the kind of man tho New York Evening 
Post and ollur newspapers describe him to 
be. /

risk.

fluenced the laying of the information.

Seuator Morgan's Kejiort Holds That 
. tlie Queen Herself Gaiiseil 
the Kevolution. 



Minister AViUls and Admiral Ir^vin 
6iTe Interestiu? Explanations 
as to What Occurred. 



Washisoton, Kb. 20.— Seuator Morgan's 
report on the Hawaiian invostigatiens is 
understood to blame neither Miniatera Wil- 
lis nor Stovons. Senator Morgan holds that 
by her act in attempting to overthrow tho 
oonetitution tho Queen herself caused the 
revolution, and the people arose and put her 
out of power. So far as Mr. Willis is con- 
cerned, Mr. Morgan bolioveii he did exactly 
aa he was directed to do. Tho authority of 
the prcaidont to appoint a commissioner is 
paramount, it is understood, and ie not dis- 
puted, and no criticism ia ievoiled at the 
administration. Tho Republicans, it is 
thought, will agree with Morgan in many of 
hia findings. Gray, and poBslbly one or two 
other Demooratio members, it is said, will 
not accept Morgan's report as it now stands, 
and will snpplement it by criticism on the 
acts of Stevens and the lute administration. 

The . President has sent to Congress 
another bulky batch of Hawaiiui oorros' 
pondence. It included President Dole's 
letter to Mr. Willis, already published, and 
Mr. Willis' reply, with several other com- 
munications, Mr. Willis In hia letter of 
transmittal to Secretary Greaham says this 
letter " will, on my part, end the corres- 
pondence upon the subject." Minister 
Willis' reply to President Dole's bill of par- 
ticulars ia dated January 19. 

Ho saya that tho paragraphs in Mr. Dole's 
letter referring to evpnts which occurred 
before his arrival at the Islanus, viz: Tho 
withdrawal of the Aunexation treaty, tho 
diaoppolnlmeut of Mr. Blouut and the 
methods of the investigation pursued by 
him, are matters which ho does not caro to 
diaousa further than to say that they were 
not nivou at the time the unfriendly con- 
struction was imputed to thcni. He then 
takes up Mr. Dole's other specifications, one 
by one. As to No. 12, which (|uoted certain 
expressions attributed to him (Mr. Willis) 
in an interview in a local paper, ho explains 
these expressions and says hia action waa 
meunt and understood at the timo-aa iu tho 
interests of peace, humanity and good order, 
and after this e.^cplanation he trusts it will 
no longer be considered an evidence of hos- 
tility. He appends two letters from Roar 
Admiral Irvviu, giving notes from tho log 
book of tho Philadelphia in explanation of 
tho alleged threatening action of tho naval 
forces. 

Admiral Irwin writes : "On tho IS.h of 
Ddcembar, aa tho excitement was very great 
and a mob had gathered at our usuil land- 
ing, 1 gave the ofiioors orders to wear their 
uniforms on the shore, Avhioh is the usual 
precaution taken in foreign countries in 
times of great excitement. It is proper to 
say that I had been informed by Captain 
Roohe, of ths British cruiser Champion, 
that he had given b similar order." 

The idtriiral aaya farther that the great 
gUDB of the Philadelphia and Adama have 
never been loaded since their last practice, 
and ho conclndea a letter to V^ illia as fol- 
lows : "I have studiously avoided doing 
anything that would have a tendency to in- 
crease the excitement prevailing in Hono- 
lu'u. and the naval force is in no way re- 
spnusiblc for the feeling e.usting" 

Explaining his inturviow with tho q^UBon, 
Mr. Willis says his only communications of 
a political character with her were limited 
to three occasions. He adds: " Aa to tho 
fi.-at of these on Nov. 11, I have no reason 
to believe you were iufotmed. The others 
on 10th and 18;h February last, were the 
fiiUowing day reported by nie in person to 
your government; and tlioir subject matter 
explained fully. The solo purpose of these 
negotiations was, as you know, to secure a 
proper guarantee from the tjaeen as to tho 
life and property of all concerned with the 
overthrow of the monarchy. These having 
been secured, I then, under instructions of 
tho President of tho United States, submit- 
ted his decision, setting forth the reasons 
therefor and submitting it to your govern- 
ment for its voluntary action. " 

Iu r. gird to Mr. Dale's 2'2Qd specification 
that the Hawaiian government was refused 
pLrmission to forward despatches by tho 
dpspatch boat Corwin, Mr. Willis reminds 
Mr. Dole that tho naval officers and the pub- 
lic generally wero also denied such privil- 
eges, and therefore no inference of un- 
friendly feeling should have been drawn from 
this occurrence. Mr. Willis concludes us 
follows ; " Thus without unncoedsary com 
ment I have considered and endeavored to 
explain those portions of your correspond 
enoe which boro upon the ([uestion, of the 
purpose to use force and tho responaibili- 
ties arising therefrom. While duly re- 
specting the doctrine of non-interference 
by the representative of another govern- 
ment with your domestic a Hairs, I ahall re- 
jiioe to know that anything I have done or 
said has tended to a better underatanding 
of recent events in your history and of mo- 
tives and intentions M %<) whloh there may 
be, as you state ' mutual misapprehension.' 
Thanking you for the courteous and appre- 
ciative way in which you have been pleased 
to expreea yourself, which is cordially re 
ciprocated, and trusting that there rr.ay be 
a speedy, honorable and satitfactory adjust- 
ment of all ponding questions, I have, etc., 
" (Signed) AiJiEJiT S. \Villi.s." 

In further correspondenco a mitquotation 
from Mr. Dole, dated January 11, whioli 
Mr. Willie, it will bo rememberod, made 
tho aubjiict of a communication to Siccutary 
Groeham, which was sent to Congresa some 
eitjhcor ten days ago, is cleared up by Mr. 
Dole. Ho writco to Mr. Willis, January 
18 : "You call niy attention to an extract 
from my letter of January 11, 1894, ■which 
you quote aa follows : ' aa a result of which 
thia government had been and now ia the 
subject to tho necessity of incroaned watch- 
fulness and u largo additional expense, which 
but for such attitude would have been un- 
'nseessarj.' " MrlJolosays: "1 lind that you 
have left out a lino belonging to tliia purt ul 
my letter which should read as follows ; 
*As a result of which this Government has 
been obliged to increasu its forces, and has 
been and ia now subjected to tho necessity 
of increased watchfulness and large addi- 
tional expense, which, but for such attitude, 
would have been uoneoessary.' Aa I have 
already verbally assured your Excellency, 
when you kindly called my_ attention infor- 
mally to tho words imparting the present 
tense into thin sentenoe^'Sttoh a meaning was 
not intended, and is Incoasiatent with other 
expressions in my letters. I request you to 
erase tho words 'uuduowaEk,' and prom- 
ised to make the same correction in my copy 
of the letter, which has been done."

EVANS AND MORRELL. 

To Avoid Thrpatened LyiicUliiir tlio I'rlsoners 
Are It('niovc(l to Fresno. 

VisALi.i, Cil, Vtih. 20 —This morning it 
became known that a well organized vigil- 
uuiie committee intendedto take EvanT'and 
M.orrnll out of j »ii and hang them. The at- 
tempt on the j »il was to have bten made at 
10 o'clock, but the I liicers not wind of it 
and together with Slier Q" Scott had two 
carriages diiveu to ihosido of tho j iil, and 
at 8 o'clock the men wore quietly taken out 
ond carried rapidly towardt Goaohcn. A 
few minutes after they. left the fire bell rang 
mystcrious'y, and word was ptssed around 
that the birds had flown. All sorts of con- 
veyance were hastily pressed into service 
and the chase oomnienoed. The police hero 
telephoned Sh'erij^JSlay at Goselian that the 
oommittee were on hia track, and inatead of 
atoppiuK they made' for Travera. It is sup- 
posed tboy took the north bound train 
there, or further on; for FrosDO, whioh waa 
their deatinatiou. There is no doubt if 
they had not been removed there would 
have been snmothing found dangling from a 
tree or a telegraph pole. ' 

PRiiSNO, 0*1., Feb. 20— Evans and Mor- 
rell were landed in Fresno at 9:30 this 
morning. At Fresno jM BvaDs ciUed out 
to Jailor Morley, "I want to come homo," 
and tho doo.-a were opened to lot him in. 
Evans was taken from tho j lil to tho Su- 
perior court at 10 o'clock this morning, Tho 
court announced that tho hour for passing 
sentence on Evans had orrived, and asked 
the prisoner if ho had anything to say. His 
attorney made tho customary motion for a 
new trial, which was denied Ilothenatked 
that Evana bo eent to San l,>nentin instead 
of Fohom, but the judge disregirded tho 
request and ordered hin. to bo iucarcerated 
at Folaom for life. Evans will leave hero 
on tho noon train for Folsom under a strong 
guard. His aooomplico Morrell seems to re- 
gard himself as something of a hero.

An Austrian ftonrdlng House at Los Angolca 
WreckBd— Two Lives Lost-A Das- 
tardly Outrage. 

Los AxoKLKS, Feb. 20. — An Austrian 
boarding house owned by M. Magud, situ 
ated opposite tho Stickels mine, was blown 
to atoms by about twenty pounds of giant 
powder at two o'cloek thismnrntng. Magud 
and his ohild were quite seriously injured 
Mrs. Magud eacaped uninjured. Moat of 
the lodgers wero at work on tho night shift 
or there would have been more ir jurcd and 
probably some killed. Officers are at work 
on tho case, although no clue is found to the 
perpetrators, They are believed to be some 
malicious Austriaoa having a grudge against 
Magud. 

SCARED BY ANARCHISTS. 



Excitement in Great Britain and Eu- 
rope Uansed by Agitators and 
Bomb Throwers. 



Samnels, tbe Blood-Tlitrsty, on tlie 
Proposed Greenwich Observa- 
tory Explosion. 



LoxnoN, Feb. 19. — The London police, as- 
sisted by French detectives, are watching 
carefully ut the railway stations oil persona 
coming from the Continent or going abroad, 
every train being inspected before its depart- 
ure. 

The Auarchist seare has ortpp'.ed trade in 
the beat parts of Paris. Travellers going 
southward break their jjurneys in Rheinis 
and proceed thonce without touihiog the 
Capital. The Rheima hotels are over 
crowded, while the Parisian hotels are 
forsaken. The wealthy Parisians are re- 
maining at their country residences, 
Tho theatre receipts have declined re 
muikably. 

A despatch from P^iris says that the 
police found a bomb on Sunday at the police 
station in Rue Du Temple. Tho bomb was 
of the kind used by Auguato Vaillant in the 
Chamber and Emil Henri in tho cafo of the 
Hotel Terminus. It was removed to the 
Municipal laboratory, where its contents 
will ho examined. In consequence of 
Henri's confussioD, hia mother's house in 
Brevanne was searched by tho police, who 
found there chemicals, compromising letters 
and photographs of leading anarchists. 

Samuels, the most bloodthirsty of the 
London anarchists, being interviewed con- 
cerning tho explosion n>ar tho Greenwich 
observatory, acknowledged that M. iSour 
din, tho anarchist killed by the explosion, 
was his brother-in-law. Bourdin, he said, 
was one of the several bravo and determined 
men men who believed that tho only way to 
better society waa to destroy the present 
and build up another. Ih^ explosion at 
Greenwich, he believed, was only the be 
ginning of the anarchist campa'gn, which 
had been carefully planned and would bo 
executed despite precautions of tho police. 
The suepicion that London anarchists made 
bombs for use in France antl Spain, he said, 
was an old and probjb'y correct one. He 
did not doubt that bombs and infernal ma- 
chines had been manufactured hero for some 
time for the benefit of cooiradea across tho 
channel. 

McKkesi'out, Pa., Feb. 20.— For the past 
few nights anarchist circulars have been 
scattered broadcast declaring war against 
private property, tho state and tho church 
The circulars have tho name, " John Muol- 
tor. publisher. New York," attached. 

Paris, Feb. 10. — A bomb exploded this 
morning in a small hotel on tho Ruo St. 
Jacques. Tbe bomb was left in a room 
which two strangers engaged yesterday, 
and who did not return. Tho landlady 
discovered tho bomb and sent for the 
police. In tho nieantimo tho landlady 
and two lodgers entered tho room to iuves 
ti^ate, when the explosion occurred. The 
room in which the bomb waa placed 
'was wrecked and every window in tho house 
shattered. The two lodgers and the land 
lady wero badly injured. Kews of the out- 
rage caused the greatest exoitemenb in the 
vicinity. There Is not the slightest olue to 
the men who left the bomb.. The excite 
ment caused by this outrage was added to 
by the fiadiog of a metal tubSi supposed to 
bo loaded with dynamite, near the entranco 
to the foreign oflice. A bomb similar to the 
one that exploded in the hotel in the Rue 
St. Jacques was found in another small 
hotel at -17 Faubourg St, Martin. It waa 
removeel before any tlamago waa done. It 
ia believed a plot is being curried out to 
cause cxploaiona at hotela in different parte 
of tho city. A close acaroh of hotels is 
being made by the police.

He heard tbe opposi- 
tion last' year make loud complaint that 
there were too many offiolala in the several 
departments, bat this year, when tbe gov- 
ernment bad been able to dispense with the 
services of some of the clerks, they still had 
a complaint, this being that the busineaa of 
the country could not bo f!<^''''K ahead when 
the government could got along with fewer 
clerks. It did not enter into their compro- 
heuaion that the government might have 
adopted improved methods of bookkeeping, 
or of keepiug !.ho records, just aa a commer- 
cial houau iiii.nht do, and in consequence less 
work would be involved. Aa to the aingle 
tax, i f which lie had heurd so muoli, ho 
might Ot/inparo it with t!ia unknown god 
wlioir the nruii of Atlieus liud iguorautly 
wofdhifjpcd ; but whoreaa an eloquent 
preacher had t-oniu to dtchire iheir unknown 
god to the Athuninns, no one had yet been 
touud to declare tho meaning of the single 
tax, tho unknown god of 15ritiah Golunibii. 

Mu. S\vi)5'.i) found fault with tho govern- 
n.ent because when it was found tint llie 
appropriationa for Wcatniinatur diatricl foi- 
the past year were not suliicient for the 
work urgently rc(juired to bo done upon the 
rnnda they had caused special warrants to 
be iesued for tho neceadary aiippleniental 
funds, 

Mu. i:I.\L:. in an interostiug a(Hres3 dealt 
with the aeriej of niis-alateinents iiiAde by 
the opposition during tho debate, aud par- 
ticularly by Mr. Brown, who ho considered 
hud justified the appellation of a parrot ap- 
plied to him by his silly attempt at imita- 
tion of the voice and manner of tho Provin- 
cial Secretary. 

Dr. Milnk compared the position of the 
opposition hero to that of the parties led by 
Lord Salisbury in England and Mr. Liurier 
in the House of Uommona of Canada, 
and held that tho agitators here should 
no more he called anarchists than 
ebould tbe loyal oppoaitiona with which ho 
had made the compariaon. He defended 
Mr. Heaven from tho criticism of his con- 
duct in bringing forward the charges lately 
ventilated in tbe house, holdinfi! that Mr. 
Beaven was simply dtsobnrgintc tho duty de- 
volving upon him aa leader of the opposition, 
and declaring that, in tbe Fooley matter for 
instance, all that was wanted was an expla- 
nation from tbe President of the Council. 

Hon. Mr. Poolet said with reference to 
tbe charge made against himself that he had 
taken a brief against tho government, he 
was in this matter attending to bis private 
businces aa ho had a right to do, and it wos 
ultogether false to say that ho had in any 
way violated hia outh of office. He bad 
been for yeara pnat llio legal adviser of the 
K. Sc N. railway company and had twice 
been r«turued to tlio legislature ain:o ho 
hjd held thia poaition. He had twice re- 
fused a paid portfolio in the cabinet because 
he declined to reliiKjuiah hia private prac- 
tice, which ia hia moana of livelihood. It 
was for thia reason that ho gave hia aervicea 
to the government without salary, and that 
when he travelled any where on public busi- 
ness he took not one cent of tho public 
money for hia expenses. Ho felt that, 
knowing well aa they did hia position in 
thia matter, hia couati'tueuta and tho whole 
country would justify him. He next re- 
ferred to the personal ottaok made upon 
Col. Biker, which ho held to he the outcome 
of the bitterness of feeling of tho pirty 
opposite when they found that the Pro- 
vinoial Secretary had spoiled their little 
^ame of crying down the credit of the 
province in London. They were, it ap- 
peared, willing that the province should 
suffer any amount of injury if only they 
could secure the personal advantages which 
they hoped to secure if they could embar- 
rass and defeat tho present government. 

Mb Gr;.\ST advocated liberal expenditure 
on means of communication between tho 
different portions of tho province, and de- 
clared that there ia just as much neoessicy 
for tbe construction of a railway across 
Cariboo from east to west, aa there was for 
tbe constraotion of the Canadian PiciQc 
railway in tbe southern portion of the prov- 
ince. He therefore thought it the duty of 
the government to extend all the encourage- 
ment possible to tho Canadian Western Cen- 
tral railway projeot, on the subject of which 
ho had given notice of a motion, sines with- 
drawn so aa not to interfere with some ac- 
tiou then about to be taken. He would, 
however, bring tbe matter up at a later 
date. 

Mu. KiTCiiE.N made a long addrcfs in cx 
planation of and apology for tho courae oi 
Air. Cotton and hia newspaper, the Newa- 
Advertieer, with rcKpcct to the eeccaaion 
agitation, holding that Mr. Cotton had 
made it clear that ho had no sympathy with 
Mr. Duval'a expressions. He defended hia 
own course in tho matter of thoCranbrook es- 
tate proapectus, and attacked tho government 
for having gone to tho cxpenae in these hard 
times oi sending a repreBcntative to tho 
opening of tho Imperial Institute, "some- 
thing like that little show that we have 
here every year." Ho complained that since 
hia connection with the publication of this 
private document tho Provincial Secretary 
had practically ignored him, passing him 
"without even giving the time of day." He 
complained of the expenditure in his dis- 
trict in excess of tho appropriations for 
roads and bridges, because he know nothing 
of where it was going to be spent, and the 
object of the expenditure must have been to 
help tbe friends of the government, and so 
to get votes. Jle criticised the expenses in- 
onrred by the Attorney-General in travel- 
ling on public business last year, and held 
that tbo amount put down for the trip to 
Cariboo is excessive because it did not cost 
him (Mr. Kitobeo) ao muoh to go there, 
"and he had a rig too." (Derisive laugh- 
ter. ) He announoed that be had an amend- 
ment to movo, on whioh he' proposed to 
speak at considerable lengtn, and 
he then proceeded to movo the amend- 
ment. This recited tho statemonta 
of alleged deficit already drawn from 
tho publio accounts reports; that tho 
govornniout had exceeded its rights in tho 
matter of special warrants ; that tho 
balance sheet submitted to the house does 



not correctly show the aiaeta and liabilltioa ; 
that special trust funda have beeiS improper- 
ly used ; and for all those'reaabnB declaring 
that the government have forfeited the con- 
fidence of the house ; that only .the supply 
required for the immediate nepetMities^of 
the country be granted ; and that no other 
measure than the redistribution bill should 
be passed before the prorogation of the 
house. Tho amendment ia an exceedingly 
lengthy one, occupying two pages o^JJ'l" 
acap in Mr. Beaven's finest hand. When 
he had handed it in Mr. Kitchen moved the 
adjournment of the debate. 
The house adjourned at 5;50 p.m.

SINGLE TAX AND THE WORKING- 
MAN. 

To THE Editor :—Ba8hfulne8B and mod- 
esty are not tho stock in trade of tho pro- 
fessional advocate of^aioglo tax in Victoria. 
With a blare of tongue trumpets they have 
set up a candidate for the next Provincial 
Parliament, who they say is to have the 
support of the workingman — thia assertion 
emanates from their imagination. Wo have 
been told how their scheme works such won- 
ders in far-away New J^saland; this is also 
pure imagination, for no such scheme as 
ainglo tax ia succoaaful in New Xsalund or 
anywhere else. So far, it only exiato in 
books, and in tho minds of a few dupes oi 
the professional ogitator. If you will kind- 
ly publish the following, cut from tho Ham- 
ilton Spectator, it will show how this won- 
derful theory is being worked out in Uncle 
Sam's dominions : 

" Baltimore, Jan. 14. — Anew charter for 
HyattGville, Md,, which gained fame aa tbe 
first aingle tax town in the world, was 
adopted last night at a meeting of citizens 
and property holders. It ia to be presented 
to tho legislature. The meeting was ex- 
tremely lively. It was a contest on the one 
hide of tbo advocates oi tbe aingle tax, 
which the cLurt of appeals recently deolftred 
unconstitutional in the Hyattavillo oase, and 
on the other side of the believera in a tax on 
uU property, laud, buildings and personol 
boloogiiiga. " The single taxera were out- 
voted on every point. The raeasuro as sub- 
mitted went through with but one change. 
That was to prevent cliickcna from running 
ut largo in tho streets, classii-g them with 
cattle, sheep, swine and other animals. 
Tho now charter ia muoh like the old one 
except that the single tax clauses are elimi- 
nated." 

Tho otiioioua and brnzan faced way the few 
persona iu Victoria believing in single tax 
t'orco thcmaelvea before us is moat objec- 
tionable. Our City Hill was recently given 
them by an over-indulgent Council, so that 
they could get a little cheap advertising, 
under tho pretext of telling tho people 
something they didn't know. Jivorybody 
hero knows that. New Westminster does its 
own electric lighting, and that it pays. Our 
present Council has been overhauling our 
electric light system, and it ia likely that 
something uEeful and cheap will come out of 
their i fforts without any aid from the single 
tax people. If these people want to adver- 
tise their stock-in-trado, why don't they do 
it at their own expense, and not sponge on 
our City Hall ? They seemed very much 
annoyed that tho City Council did not ap- 
pear in a body and take instruction humbly 
at their feot. My opinion is that 
they wanted the Council to be 
trotted out to give a little tone 
and importance to tbe "Single Tax Club." 
They have been telling some wonderful 
atoriea about what a benefit their scheme 
would be to the workingman. I am no 
philosopher and am not well enough edu- 
cated to enter into a long-winded disouision 
on their scheme of how I he wotlcingman is 
to live and be heppy ever after aooepting 
their scheme, but this I know, that I have 
made myself a comfortable home, and, as 
my bouse ia email, the tax on it thia year 
will be next to nothing I understand that 
tho tax on land in Victoria ia only half of 
tho rovocue, so that if all the taxes were 
placed on land iny taxes would bo doubled 
under tho single-tax aohome. So much for 
the city taxes ; but if the Dominion and 
Provincial revenue wore all raised on the 
land I would simply be frozen out of my 
present happy little home, as I could not 
afford to pay much more taxes than I do. 

I dare say they will attack mo with a lot 
of words and tell mo that under their ays- 
tern I would get lota of work and big pay, 
but I don't believe a word they say.

What Mr. Hull Haa .to Say About 
This Important In- 
dustry. 



Staying for a few days in town is Mr. W, 

R Hull, of Calgary, of the b'l? oattle firm 
of Hull Bios , who bavo hoivy cattlo inter- 
cots both in this Province and in the North- 
west T«rrltorie«. Speaking OB the aubjeot 
of oattle ranching last evening, Mr. Hull 
dcacribed tho outlook of the industry as 
wonderfully bright ; indeed, he bad never 
known it to look better. In this, connection 
he cxprcoaed himeolf aa much uurpriaed to 
BCD it leported in the Eastern press that 
Lieut T. B. H. Cochrane, an intimate 
friend of his, with oattle interests in Al 
berta,had madeastatement to the eilect < bit 
the Bttooesaful oattle ranching intereats of tho 
Northwest were a thing of the past, "Liotic. 
Coobrnae must have been misundcretood, I 
am sure/' said Mr. H&Il, "fur just before 
hs Uft for the East, on his way to England, 
he told me that his cattle intereats in the 
Northwest had paid him better than any 
other investment lie had made." 

Mr. HiU was quite ready to give hia 
reasons for considering the cutlook particu- 
larly bright. In the first place he said there 
wore very good grounds for believing that 
tho Dominion Government, which two years 
ago gave notice of its intention to cancel the 
leaiea of tho cattlo men, would reconsider 
their decision and renew tho leases, and, 
moreover, would do what they had not 
douo before — protect the ranching interest. 
Under tbo old leasca there was no protec- 
lion from small cattlo men picking out and 
Bottling upon the watering places, and fen- 
cing out tho herds of tbo leasers, which had 
tho practie >' rfTeot in a great many in- 
stances of rendering leaseholds uaeleea from 
want of proper watering facilitiea. Tho 
proper gu irding of tbo Icaaeholdera' inter- 
ests would bo most advantageous to c.ittle 
ranching, for otherwise a number of cattlo- 
moil had intended to got out of tho buaineas 
nltogetlier. 

From tho fict that, roughly apeakiug, there 
were '250 dOO head of cattle and 50,000 head 
of boraes in the North Woat, .Mr. Hull 
rightly argiiea that tho industry is a big 
one and warrants aomo oonaidcration. 
There waa never a better year than laat 
aeason in the cittlo busiuo3B, the shipments 
from the North Weat ranchea being I.'!, 000 
prime beeves, — more than in tho tbreo pre- 
vious years. "Tha time ii not far distant 
either," said Mr. H'jII, "when a groat many 
aapetior horses will bo shipped yearly to 
England, for tho herds are being oontinuiliy 
improved. Why, in the last two years, 
fully 33 magoifioent and very valuable thor- 
oughbred stallions havo boon imported, 
which will give s-inis idea of wlut is boing 
done In that direction." 

The oattle are going through the prea- 
oat winter better than for years 
pist, the tnly drawback being that 
ih;re has been very little snow which, of 
cournc results in makiug water somewhat 
soarcer than it otlierivise would be. "In 
tho upper coai;try, loo," reinarked Mr, 
II jH, " referring to British Columbia, our 
cattle are doing remarkably well and this 
yojr British Columbia should bo ab'o to 
supply all the beef required for consumption 
in Ihe Province.'' 

a old storage establishment at Kain- 
loops or Aalicroft with a capacity of say 
.'i.OOO head of cattle would, he considered, 
be a good id( a, so that a sufficient supply 
could be kept on hand to carry through 
M&rch, April and M^y, tho montha that 
our range cattle aro not in the beat condition. 

There ia good reason to believe that the 
embargo on Canadian cattle will be taken 
iff bsforeagreat while, Mr, Hull says, 
which is another favorable outlook, that ib 
aa far as buyers are concerned, for the 
c ittlemen will realize good prices anyway.

That was the concluaion an ex- 
pert who looked into tbo (jueation with an 
eye to the biisiucts CAUie to.

CHINESE IW'iittEATIOS. 

\ New York Judge (Uvrs an Importent Judg- 
ment as to the (,!ualllicatIon 

'■ Jlerchiiut." 

New Yor.K, Feb. 20. — An important 
opinion on tho provisions of tho law aflect 
ing the excluaion of Chinese from this 
country waa handed down by Judge 
Licoinbe in the U. S. Circuit Court to-day 
Chung Kung Sen arrived at this port on a 
Ward Line ateamtr from Havana, Cuba, 
about a week ogo, armed with a passport 
signed by tho Cliineae couaul aaying that ! 
waa a merchant engaged in Inisineaa in 
Hong Ivong. Chung Hung Sen alleged that 
he was concerned in a firm at Somerville, 
N. J , but an examination failed to dis 
oloao tho location of tbo firm oi 
tho identity of his partner. Judge Licombe 
Buys that if the (juestion presented was 
simply for a determination as to wheth 
tho Chinaman waa at tho tinio of hia entry 
into thia country iutcreated in business in 
Somerville or not, ho would bo inclined to 
sustain the deciaiou of tho Collector and 
keep Chung Hung Son out. But ho doe.i 
not aeu from an examination of the 
slututc that there ia uny riiniire 
mciit that tbo Chinam.vn shall be 
actively cngined in bminiaa in tho 
county or ahall have capital invested here. 
IIo may bo a merchant and otill bavo noth- 
ing to do, nor ever havo had anything to do 
with a meroantilG Arm hero. The atatoini nt 
that he ia a partner in a buaincaa houao in 
Sotneville, N J. , ia aurpluaago. The essen- 
tial rcquiremonta of the statute are that 
ha shall bo certified to as a merchant and 
til at tbo value of hia business prior to, and 
at tho time of his application, shall bo 
stated. There is nothing, the decision 
eayg to oontradiot the fact that he waa in- 
terested to the extent of $1,000 in a Hong- 
kong store, or that tho statement in the nor- 
tificato that ho wpb a merchant was untrue. 
These two being the only essentials retjuircd. 
It oiakea no difToronce whether the 
Chinaman bad 81.000 vested In a drm 
in tM» .ooDDtry or not, for that 
r«B80o, iDRaniaoh as the

About tiventy of those nitra'e tields, to- 
gether with building?, machinery and 
utensils, are to bo sold, Tho Chilian Gov- 
ernment has fixed a minimun; value on the 
property aggregating more than !?,'!,000,000 
No bids will be onterlaiucd where tho prices 
arc less than tho minimum prico fixed by 
tho Chilian Government. Tho salo ia to 
take place in Cnili on June 15 next. Tho 
objico of the Chilian Government in selling 
thia property is to raise revenue for tho 
purpose of meeting its national debt, which 
was largely incurred by the late revolution 
in that country. 

Death or a California Pioneer.
